U.F.A. _ Meeting 


COLD STORAGE PLANTS 
PROPOSED 


A well attended meeting ot Strath- 
more local U.F.A. was held in the 
Town Hall on Saturday afternoon. 
Mr Henry Sorensen presided. 

Several circulars from the Central 
Office of the U.F.A. were read. 
One that provoked considerable dis- 
cussicn was a resoiution from the 
Berry Creek Union, for endorse- 
ment or otherwise, protesting 
against any further grant of public 
money to the C.N.R. 

Mr Buckerfield, vice-president, 
in an impassioned address said that 
the Union should have nothing to 


do with this. It was a matter of 
politics, and the introduction of 
politics was kiling the U.F.A, 


Their organisation was approach- 
ing a crisis. There were many 
men in the U.F.A. who did not say 
much openly at the recent Conven- 
tion, but wha were doing a lot of 
thinking since they went home 
The men who were at the head of 
of affairs in the U.V.A. were just 
putting resolutions before them like 
the one they were discussing to dis- 
tract their attention trom the main 
issues which they as farmers should 
heed. The Union were now in the 
hands of Tregillus and 
Fream and the Editor of the Grain 
Growers Guide. He denounced 
Mr Tregillus as a charlatan who 
was willing to supporc any fad that 
was brought forward, and had kept 
himself in the limelight by associat- 
ing with men like Fream who were 
abler than he. They bad asked for 
a sample market, and when they got 
it they did not want it. Things 
like the referendum, recall, and the 
other political subjects they discuss- 
ed would do nothing to raise the 
price of grain. The only thing that 
would help to do this was co-oper- 
ation, and their directors were 
against that 

One of the members expressed 
the opinion that Mr Buckertield was 
still feeling the effects of the Con- 
vention, this having been his first 
appearance since it 

Mr Sorensen thought that a re- 
solution against the giving of public 
money to private corporations would 
cover the ground better than the 
original, 

Mr Buckerfield said that this 
would strike at the Alberta Elevater 
Company, which was a private cun- 
cern. The whole of the circular 
from the head office was humbug 
and cant. They should have as 
little to do with the head office, and 
try to develop their own union 
along co-operate lines. 

Mr Sly spoke in support of Mr. 
Buckerfield. He had just read the 
report of the commission appointed 
to look into the building the Grand 
Trunk Pacific, which showed that at 
least $40,000,000 had been wasted 
He thought that the resolution 
should be tabled till next meeting 
untill they had got further details 
on this, as he thought it would be 
better giving their money to a_ pri- 
vate corporation thin having it 
boodled to the extent of $40,000,000 
though he did not approve of either 

A motion was finally passed 
against the assisting of private

S. W. Allerton, in’ his book, 
“The Hog the Mortgage 
claims that cholera is produced by 
feeding just one kind of grain 
Cholera may be avoided by proper 
feeding, and Mr Allerton advises 
ground barley as a change of feed 
He also suggests, that in order to 
prevent the spread of the disease 
when an animal becomes infected 
with it, that hog coops be con- 
structed and scattered over the farm 
st hat inspection may be confined 
to as few ot the animals as possible 
and the loss minimized

throughout the

sumer. As it is at present, during 
the summer time the supply of farm 
produce is much larger than the 
demand, andit is sold at low prices, 
which 


afford the producer a 


very small margin of profit. In 
the winter time the demand

ltake an instance. Fresh eggs in 
| Strathmore during the summer time 
are worth sometimes as little as 20c 
per dozen. During last month they 
cost 50c per dozen, and even at that 
price are hardly to be got. Last 
month eggs were being shipped in- 
to Strathmore, probably the same 
eggs shipped from here during the 
summer, and sold for twice the 
price realized when shipped out. 
During the present winter a_ big 
shipment of eggs were shipped from 
Minneapolis to Calgary to meet 
the local demand, Many of these 
same eggs had been shipped from 


Calgary to Minneapolis during the 


past summer. 


It is not only for eggs, however, 
thata cold storage plant would be 
useful. It would assure better 
prices for all classes of tarm produce 
and a sufficient supply at reasonable 
rates to the consumer during the 


winter months.

How to Cure Wrinkles. 
There are other signs more subthe 
and potent, but wrinkles are the most 
pathetic because the most telltale im 


dications of age. The lines and fus 
rows they see disfiguring the faces of 
women of middle age ought to make 
giris do everything in their power to 
ward off wrinkles as long as possible. 

Most muscles of the face are volun 
tary, responding to every passing emo- 
tion, and if the muscles are constantly 
kept at work, as in grimacing and with 
odd tricks of expression habitual with 
so many women, that lines, then wrin 
kles, will be fostered. 

Even children should learn that the 
face should be kept in repose. The 
little lines around the eyes and the 
jong “parentheses” that inclose the 
lips and mouth and that are excused 
on the ground that they are necessary 
to expression, “laughing wrinkles,” as 
they are called, in reality add years to 
one’s appearance, so there is no need 
to fear massage will take away the ex- 
pression of the face 

The little vertical lines that so quick- 
ly appear between the eyes as a result 
of squinting or that are often assumed 
in deep thought give one a fierce, rat- 
like expression, and only by the great- 
est care can the habit be overcome. 

Another wrinkle maker is the habit 
of lifting the eyebrows. ‘Tiny lines 
grow and @eepen just above the eyes, 
and great furrows soon mar the beau- 
ty of the forehead. 

There are some lotions that are said 
to prevent and others to erase wrin- 
kles and which, if not entirely effi- 
cacious, are harmless. 

One of the preventives is made as 
follows: Boil three ounces of pearl 
barley in a pint of water till the 
gluten is extracted.

Many mothers ask whether the baby 
should be awakened to be fed = Phy- 
sicians seem to agree that a baby 
should never be awakened at night to 
nurse and that the healthy baby will 
wake of its own accord to be fed once 
in three hours during the day. There are 
rare exceptions to this rule. For ex- 
ample, when a mother has fed the child 
irregularly from birth it sometimes 
turns night into day, sleeping by day 
and fretting for food by night If the 
child is healthy, normal in every way,

| during the day for nursing and to sleep 
This very 
example shows the importance of 
starting the feeding habits aright from 
birth by not nursing more than once 
during the night. 

Another question asked by many 
mothers who are nursing their babies 
is, “May I mix the baby's food, giving 
him an occasional bottle?” 
agree that the answer is 
governed by conditions, Sometimes 
the mother’s milk is not sufficiently 
nourishing. In that case, under the di- 
rection of the family doctor, bottle and 
breast milk may be alternated. In this 
way the baby is gently prepared for 
weaning. Again, in certain families it 
may be necessary or advisable for the 
mother to have a certain amount of 
freedom from her duty of nursing the 
baby. The mother’s milk will still pro- 
vide certain elements which baby's 
system demands, and the bottle may be 
alternated with breast feeding, always 


with @ doctor advising as to the food, 


in the bottle. 

The scientific and successful raising 
of a baby on the bottle depends upon 
two distinct lines of care and caution— 
the selection of the food to be supplied 
and the care of the bottles. The best

Vegetables For Cold Days | 


CURRIED lentils make one of 

most nutritious vegetable dishes 
one could imagine, and to this may be

ness. For curried 

soak three or four good sized table- 
spoonfuls of lentils overnight and in 
the morning boil them in enough 


slightly salted water to well cover and 
cook them until tender, but not broken, 
Strain off the liquor carefully (reserv- 
ing this as a foundation for vegetable 
stock). Fry a good sized onion cut 
into rings in one ounce of well clarified 
drippings. Fry in the same pan half a 
teaspoonful of mild curry powder for a 
minute or two; then add three peeled 
and siiced tomatoes and a heaped tea- 
spoonful of rice flour, a teaspoonful of 
curry paste and half a pint of stock 
Add the liquor slowly, stirring it all 
the time to keep it smooth; then stir in

one ounce of butter and let it all stew 
together till quite thick. Serve in a 
wall of well boiled rice.

cate bottle fed babies a combination of 


milk and patent food. Not only must 
the mother consult her family phy- 
sician on this question, but with the 


physician she must watch the effect of 
the food chosen on the baby. 

The bowels are a sure indication of 
the way in which the bottle diet agrees 
or disagrees with the baby. When the 
passage is hard and bullet-like, when 
it shows curds or white lumps like 
cheese, or when mucus is present (a 
slimy phlegm), or there is diarrhea, 
the mother may be sure that the food 
does not agree with her baby and the 
doctor should be consulted immedi- 
| ately. 

No medicine should be given in such 
caser without consulting a doctor 
What the baby needs is not dosing, but 
the right sort of food, the food its 
stomach will digest.
